In  view 


of  work,  the  Minister  of  Health  has  issued  an  instruction  that  an 
interim  report  only  should  be  made  for  the  year  1939,  that  the 
report  may  be  typewritten  and  should  be  confined  to  essential  and 
urgent  matters  that  have  affected  the  health  of  the  public  during 
the  year.  Fortunately,  this  district  has  not  been  visited  by  any 
serious  epidemics  of  infectious  disease,  though  a great  deal  of 
sickness  was  caused  during  the  early  months  of  the  year  by  a 
comparatively  mild  type  of  Influenza  and  by  pneumonia.  This 
latter  disease  was  more  than  normally  prevalent,  and,  no  doubt, 
the  very  severe  climatic  conditions  had  a considerable  bearing  on 
the  number  of  persons  affected.  Measles  and  'Whooping  Cough  were 
also  prevalent  in  many  parts  of  the  district,  but  both  these 


diseases  were  of  mild 
though  there  were  two 


type,  with  consequently  few  complications, 
deaths . 


A further  42  cowsheds  and  dairies  have  been  structurally 
improved  during  the  year,  and  as  will  be  seen  from  details  submitted 
by  your  Surveyor  and  Sanitary  Inspectors,  additions  and  improvements 
to  water  supplies,  sewerage  and  other  public  health  amenities  are 
being  steadily  carried  out. 

The  vital  statistics  show  an  increase  in  both  general 
and  infantile  death  rate,  and  a slight  increase  in  the .birth  rate.

Social  Conditions,  including  the  Chief  Industries 
carried  on  in  the  Area. 

The  social  conditions  of  the  area  have  changed,  but  little 
of  late  years  and  practically  the  whole  of  the  district  may  be 
Included  in  the  term  "working  class." 

The  chief  industries  are  brass  and  copper  works  at  Froghall 
and  at  Oakamoor,  Coal  mining  at  Cheadle  and  at  Dilhorne,  Paper  Mills 
at  Cheddleton.  Colour  works  at  Cresswell  and  Consall.  Textiles 
at  Cheadle  and  at  Tean.  Dairying  at  Foie.  Limestone  quarrying  at 
Cauldon,  and  at  Hollington  and  around  Cheadle  respectively  a 
considerable  number  of  men  are  employed  at  sandstone  and  gravel 
quarrying.

The  workshops  are  comprised  mainly  of  boot  and  shoe 
repairers,  bakers  and  confectioners,  milliners,  joiners,  tailors, 
wheelwrights,  plumbers  and  decorators,  and  motor  car  and  cycle 
agents  and  repairers. 


Wat e r Suppl i e s . 


The  greater  part  of  Cheadle  Rural  District  is  supplied 
with  water  for  drinking  and  domestic  purposes  from  water  undertakings 
owned  by  the  local  authority.  The  water  being  obtained  by  pumping 
from  deep  wells  at  Teanford,  Wallmyres  and  Cauldon.  The  villages

soon  as  the  augmented  supply  to  the  Cauldon  area  comes  into  production 


Samples  from  the  various  sources  of  water  supply  have  been 
submitted  to  the  County  Laboratories  for  chemical  and  bacteriological 
examination,  and  with  the  exception  of  the  samples  from  the  gathering 
ground  at  Foxt,  have  given  satisfactory  results.  Steps  have  been 
taken  to  improve  the  quality  of  the  water  from  the  Foxt  gathering 
ground  by  fencing  it  off  and  so  preventing  its  contamination  by 
horses,  cattle,  etc.  Water  from  the  new  well  at  Wallmyres  is  now 
going  into  supply,  and  is  in  every  way  satisfactory,  and  at  Cauldon 
further  boring  is  going  on  with  a view  to  augmenting  the  water 
supply  to  a large  part  of  that  area.

C he  a,  o.l  e t on  .fa,  ter  SujiPld" . The  amount  of  water  pumped  from  the  1st 
January  to  the  31st  December,  1939,  was  84,086,400  gallons,  which 
gives  a daily  consumption  of  230,319  gallons.; 

Paul don  Watery  Scheme . The  amount  of  water  pumped  from  the  1st 
January,  1939,  to.  the  31st  December,  1939,  was  10,055,200,  which 
gives  a daily  consumption  of  27,548  gallons. 

Tean  hater  Scheme . The  amount  of  water  pumped  from  the  1st  January, 
1939,  to  the  31st  December,  1939,  was  10,889,600  gallons,  which 
gives  a daily  consumption  of  29,835  gallons  •_ 

Hollington  Water  Scheme.  The  amount  of  water  pumped,  from  the  1st 
January,  1939,  to  the, 31st  December,  1939,  was  7,246,900  gallons, 
which  gives  a daily  consumption  of  19,799. 

' Sewer  Extensions. 

Alton-.  395  yards  6”  glaze  stoneware  sewer  to  receive  sewage  from 
Glad at one  Terrace  properties  and  proposed  new  Council  School. 

Clio  a die . Well  Street  --  310  yards  9”  and  6VT  dia.  sewers  to  receive 
sewage  from  a newly  developed  estate  off  Well  Street. 

40  yards  6”  dia.  sewer  laid  at  Mill  Lane,  Cheadle,  to  receive  sewage 
from  existing  properties  where  conversions  have  taken  place. 

221  yards  9:?  sewer  to  receive  sewage  from  new  Council  Houses  and 
providing  for  development . ■ 

Cho ddleto.no  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme.  - The  Cheddleton 
Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme  has  be‘en  completed  * during  the 
last  year,  the  approximate  length  of  sewers  being  11,300  yards. 

The  works  comprise  of  detritus  tanks,  sedimentation  and  storm  tanks,

bacteria  beds  and  sludge  digestion  tanks.  The  works  are  capable 
of  dealing  with  a dry  weather  flow  of  200,000  gallons  per  day. 

This  scheme  deals  with  the  sewage  from  the  Cheddleton  and  ' Tetley 
Rocks  villages,  also  the  whole  of  the  sewage  is  received  from  the 
Cheddleton  County  Mental  Hospital;  the  existing  works  to  the  latter 
have  now  been  abandoned. 

Water  Extensions. 

HoLlington  to  Foie.  3,015  yards  4”  dia.  spun  iron  main.  This 
supplies  water  in  bulk  from  the  Eollington  Water  Scheme  to  the 
Uttoxeter  Rural  District. 

Kingsley  Water  Scheme.  1,623  lin. yards  of  4”  dia.  main  have  been 
laid  from  Kingsley  Holt  Crossroads  to  Woodhead  Hall,  for  the 
purpose  of  supplying  water  to  the  Air  Ministry. 

60  lin. yards  of  2"  dia.  cast  iron  main  have  been  laid  to  improve 
the  water  supply  to  properties  known  as  "Sjmnyside , ” The  Green, 
Kingsley. 

Team  Water  Scheme.  Approximately  200  yards  of  3':  dia.  main  have 
been  laid  along  Breach  Lane.,  To  Irons  low,  to  supply  new  properties. 
Cheddleton  Water  Scheme.  The  pumping  machinery  has  now  been 
installed  to  the  new  borehole  situated  at  Wallmyres.  This  plant  is 
capable  of  delivering  water  to  the  Reservoir  at  the  rate  of  22,000 
gallons  per  hour.  A lime  treatment  plant  has  also  been  installed 
at  these  works  for  the  purpose  of  increasing  the  P.TI.  value  of  the 
water  to  reduce  the  ■possibility  of  corrosive  action  on  the  lead. 

Closet  Accommodation  and  the 
disposal  of  Refuse. 

A further  49  earthclosets  were  altered  and  converted  into 
water-closets  during  the  first  nine  months  of  the  year  under  review. 
Since  the  outbreak  of  war,  however,  the  scheme  for  the  conversion 
of  earthclosets  has  had  to  stand  in  abeyance. 

The  total  num.be r of  earthclosets  converted  into  water- 
closets  during  recent  years  is  now  441,  most  of  which  were  attended 
following  informal  action  prior  to  the  provisions  of  Section  47  of 
the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

All  the  remaining  ashpit  structures  in  Cheadle  Town 
(numbering  49)  were  abolished  during  the  year,  and  replaced  by 
portable  ashbins.  There  are  now  no  ashpits  in  use  within  the 
town  area,  and  a much  more  uniform  and  improved  collection  of  house 
refuse  has  resulted.  A good  number  of  the  structures  were  altered 
and  converted  into  tool  or  bicycle  sheds,  but  others  were  allowed 
by  the  permission  of  the  Council  to  bo  fastened  up  only  and  left  in 
a state  of  disuse  (not  a very  satisfactory  procedure). 

The  following ‘is  a summary  of  closet  accommodation  and 
refuse  disposal  accommodation  in  the  Cheadle  town  area  up  to  date,

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Schools  - Cheadle  Area. 

The  number  of  elementary  schools  in  the  Cheadle  Rural 
District  is  32,  and  the  average  yearly  school  population  is  3,500. 

Two  new  schools  have  recently  been  opened,  one  at  Cellar- 
head  for  senior  children,  i.e.-,  over  11  years  of  age,  and  one  at 
Draycott  for  junior  children,  i.e.,  under  11  3'ears  of  age.  Both 
these ^ schools  are  one  storey  buildings  of  modern  design,  and  show  a 
vast  improvement  compared  with  other  schools  in  the  district,  even 
those  built  a comparatively  short  time  ago-.

This  Doing  a rural  area,  all  the  schools  have  an  open 
enviroment,  and , with  few  exceptions,  are  adequately  ventilated, 
but  the  some  cannot  be  said  for  the  heating  arrangements,  particu- 
larly in  some  of  the  older  schools,  where  fires  or  stoves  ore  the 
solo  source  of  artificial  heat,  and  as  in  many  of  these,  the 
classrooms  arc  large,  there  is  far  too  great  a variation  in 
temperature  in  different  parts  of  the  sane  room.  With  two  excep- 
tions, all  the  schools  are  now  supplied  with  water  for  drinking 
purposes  from  main  supplies.  The  exceptions  are  at  the  Swinscoe 
and  Wat or fall’  Schools . Fortunately,  the  so  aro  both  small  schools, 
with  few  pupils , but  it  is  the  intention  of  the  local  authority 
to  provide  a mains  supply,  which  should  be  forthcoming  as -soon  as 
the  water  from  new  troll  at  Caul don  goes  into  production. 


Maternity  and  Child  Welfare . 


School  Clinics  are  held  at  Cheadlo  and  Choddleton,  and  an 
additional . Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  has  boon  opened  at 
Blythe  Bridge . An  Ante  Natal  Clinic  is -also  held  at  Choadlc  and 
is  open  on  .alternate  Mondays.  All  aro  managed  and  controlled  by 
tho  County  Authority.

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  year  was 
363,  including  302  males  and  161  females , giving  a death  rate  of 
11.6,  which  multiplied  by  the  comparability  factor  of  1.05  becomes 
for  comparative  purposes  12.1. 


The  infantile ■ death  rate  was  59,  an  increase  of  17  on  that 
of  the  preceding . year . 


Congenital  debility,  deformity  and  premature  birth,  and 
affections  of  the  respiratory  organs  were  the  chief  causes  of 
infantile  deaths , while  diseases  of  the  circulatory  system,  cancer, 
nephritis  and  respiratory  diseases  were  the  chief  causes  of  adult 
deaths . 


PreValance  of  and  Control  over  Infectious 
and  other  Diseases. 

The  total  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified 
.during  the  year  was  213,  a marked  increase  over  that  of  the  preced- 
ing year,  when  the  number  was  140. 

Sixty- throe  of  the  above  suffered  from  Scarlet  lever; 
eighty-six  from  pneumonia ; and  20  from  erysipelas.  Again,  the 
number  of  cases  of  diphtheria  was  small,  and  two  of  those  notified 
were  evacuees  who  appeared  to  bo  suffering  from  the  nasal  type  of 
this  disease  prior  to  their  arrival  in  the  district.  A mild  type 
of  influenza  was  prevalent  in  the  early  months  of  the  year,  and 
numerous  cases  of  measles  and  whooping  cough  were  reported  during 
April  and  hay  - the  former  disease  necessitating  the  closure  of 
several  schools  for  short  periods.

specimens  arc  also  examined.  In  this  connection,  the  following 
specimens  were  examined  for  the  district:  Tuberculosis  126, 
Diphtheria  283,  Cerebro  spinal  fluid  3,  Blood  6,  Urine  3,  Pleural 
Fluid  3 „ 


Facilities  for  disinfection,  and  the  cleansing  and 
disinfectation,  of  verminous  persons  are  not  provided  in  this  area. 
An  effort  made  during  the  year  to  induce  the  Ministry  to  provide 
for  the  establishment  of  a Disinfectation  and  Disinfecting  Station 
was  not  successful. 

The  houses  on  tlio  local  authority’s  housing  estates  are 
visited  periodically  by  the  Authority’s  officials,  who  havo  not 
found  any  in  need. of  disinfectation  during  the  year.  On  previous 
occasions  when  houses  and  furniture  needed  disinfectation  this  was 
carried  out  by  contractors  using  cyanide  gas.
